DKUMA ASKS FOR
UNITED JAPAN

Japanese Premier Pleads for
Unision During Present In-
ternational Crisis.

Corregponidence. )-—A plea for a Unit-
ed Jopan in the present International
crials was Issued by Premier Count
Okuma yesterday at a rounfon of the
Japanese press to which the foreign
correspondents were llkewise {nvit-

ed. More than any statesman In mod-
ern Japan Counl Okuma sees power
in the press. He is constantly tak-
Ing newspapers and newspapermen in-
Lo Lils confidence. That Is the way
he adopts to reach the people, and
Okuma belleves above all things that
the day has come In Japan when the
people must be talked to. He ls ever
striving to find the pulse of the pub-
le.

This was the gecond time Premijor
Okuma had spoken 1o Journalists
since he decided to remain in office.
His object yesterday was 1o urge
support fon the new minietry and to
emphasize the necessity of sacrifice
for the welfare of the nation,

“In Germany,” he declared, ¥we
hnve an example of a pation that has
shown her power of natlonal unily.”
He went on: “Her militarism fa un-
desirable, but the concerted effort of
Gormany comstitutes her strength.
Japan is now involved in o great in-
ternational war, which is affecting the
polities and - though of the whole
world. Amidst this great struggle.
Jepan must maintain her position as a
world power. In order to do this,
wa must unite our efforts, and we need
sound leadership.”
